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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR ENDING MARCH IST, 1893. 


The School Board of Richmond present to the citizens this, 
the seventh annual report of the schools under the town sys- 
tem : 

The schools for the past year have been generally successful. 
There has been one failure; that in No. 7, after keeping four 
weeks, was closed and the scholars were transported to No. 6. 
It has always been the aim of the Board to secure good teach- 
ers and to make the schools what they should be. 

We regret to say that, during the past year as in former 
years, there has been an apparent lack of interest in some of 
our schools on the part of parents. It is the duty of parents 
to look well to the education of their children. An hour or 
two cannot be more profitably spent than with your children in 
the school room. Your interest would encourage them to be 
more punctual and they would -strive to attain a higher rank 
and a better record. 

The large amount of irregular attendance the past year in 
some of the schools was otherwise than beneficial. Scholars 
who absent themselves from day to day, for no reason except 
they do not care to attend school, are depriving themselves of 
that which they can never regain. If such scholars make no 
advancement it is not because the teacher has failed to do her 
duty. 

SPECIAL. 

The summer term in No. 2 was closed, after keeping about 
seven weeks, on account of whooping cough, with which most - 
of the pupils were afflicted. The teacher here labored faith- 
fully, with good results. On account of the shortness of the 
summer term it was thought best to make two terms in the fall, 
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both of which were taught by one of our home teachers, whose 
success in the past and in these two terms will be long remem- 
bered by those under her charge. ‘The praise given her by the 
parents was of a high order. 

The same teacher was retained in No. 4 through the year. 
The efficient manner in which this school was conducted was 
very gratifying to all concerned. 

The teacher for the summer term in No. 5 completed her 
fifth term in this school with excellent success. It was thought 
best to make a change in teachers for the fall school. The 
one obtained lacked the experience of the former one, but was 
successful. 

A stranger to our common schools was secured for the sum- 
mer term in No. 6, but, with the excellent qualifications shown, 
her labors were rewarded. We were fortunate in securing one 
of our home teachers for the fall term, whose love for the work 
maintained a good interest in the school. A good progress 
was shown at the close. The irregular attendance here proves 
a great evil to the well-being of the school. 

A lady inexperienced in the work was engaged for the sum- 
mer term in No. 9g, who labored faithfully, with fair results. 
The teacher for the fall, having had past experience, performed 
faithfully the work assigned her, meeting with the approval of 
the Committee. 

The summer term in No. 13 was in charge of one who made 
her beginning here last fall, maintaining that same degree of 
interest for the good of her pupils. as in the first term. We 
were well satisfied with the result and would have been glad to 
retain her services for the fall term; as she desired to better 
fit herself for the work declined. A new beginner was en- 
gaged for the fall term, and with good management made the 
school successful and praiseworthy. This school, like No. 6, 
supports much irregular attendance. 


STATISTICAL. 


Whole number of pupils enrolled, 99; this includes four 
that have attended from Fitzwilliam. One pupil has been 
schooled in Troy, which is not enumerated. 
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Average number belonging, 73; average daily attendance, 
69 ; number of visits by School Board, 34; number of visits by 
others, 247; number dismissals, 35; number of tardies, 148; 
number of half-day absences, exclusive of non-membership, 
1202; occurring in the several schools as follows: No. 2,145;

SCHOOL HOUSES. 


During the past year No. 2 school house has been painted 
outside and partly inside. No.5 school house has been re- 
paired inside, with new plastering, new floor and new seats: 
the latter are a great improvement over the old ones and are 
much appreciated by the pupils. No, 13 school is in bad con- 
dition and should be repaired the coming year. With this done 
our school rooms would all be in good condition. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 


There has been no change in text books the past year except 
in writing books ; Harper’s series have been exchanged for the 
Normal Review System. This was done without any addi- 


tional expense.
